LOVES OF A BALLERINA 

Eleanor Antin has been inventing 
histories for a long time, creating an 
autobiographical theater of the self 
through the lives of her 3 personae — 
the Ballerina, the King and the Nurse. 
Using a wide variety of media — 
performance, photography, video, 
drawing, installation, writing and now 
film — she invents an imaginary past 
to locate and explore the psychological, 
political and aesthetic landscape of our 
time. 

“Loves of a Ballerina” is the latest 
installment in the history of Antin’s 
persona, Eleanora Antinova, “that once 
celebrated black ballerina of 
Diaghilev’s Ballet Russe,” now fallen 
on hard times.

La Mera Frontera 

is a meditation on the 
border and memory 
which takes as its point 
of departure the last 
battle between the United 
States and Mexico. In 
1918, neighbors from the 
border-towns^of Nogales, Arizona and Nogales, : 

Among the 
many citizens who lay dead was Maria Esquivel, 
who “returns" in the present to interview surviving 
witrfesses, all now 80 to 90 years old.
